The commit 
too h*« struck out all provisions for the pay- 
ment of private claims growing out of Indian 
depredations but has substituted a genera 
provision requiring the secretly of the Inte- 
rior to report at the next sremlon all claims of 
this nature together with such Information re 
larding them as may have boon gathered by 
agents of the department. The bill contains 
a new provision an follows: To supply food 
•id other necessities of life ID e**es of dis- 
h/as among Indians not having treaty funds. 
arising from emergencies 
not 
foreseen 


or otherwise provided for, to be used at the 
discretion of tbe president, 425,000. The 
provision of tbe bill for the lndl«n school at 
Santa Fe Is stricken out. A new provision Is 
Inserted far the establishment of a school in 
Colorado for Utes 
Ten thousand dollars is 


appropriated for the construction of an Indian 
school at Albuquerque. Oue feature of the 
bouse bill prohibiting under heavy penal-
